THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Raymond, in the County 
of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in Town. 
affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Odd Fellows’ hall 
in said Raymond on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priations of the same, as follows: For maintenance of the | 
poor, for support of schools, for laying out and repairing high- 
ways, and building bridges and repairing same and for all 
other charges arising within the town. 


3. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
to pay the fire company. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for Memorial Day purposes. 


5. To see if the town will vote to make a discount of 
three per cent on all taxes paid on or before June 15, 1921. 


6. To sce if the town will vote to accept the provisions 
of the will of the late George W. Goodrich. 


7. To see if the town will vote to sell a piece of land sit- 
uated near the electric pumping station. 
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8. To see if the town will vote to reconstruct the high- 
way leading from the Griffin bridge (so called’) to the dwell- 
ing house of John P. Littlefield, and appropriate money for 
‘the same. 


9. To see if the town will vote to install street lights on 
Gould street. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of $100 
for the purpose of co-operating with the state and federal 
government in the control of the white pine blister rust in 
Raymond. 


11. To see if the town will vote to accept provisions of 
Chapter 117, Laws of 1917, on a section of the Derry-Ray- 
mond road, so-called, and appropriate or set aside from the 
amount raised for highway work, the sum of $200 for this 
purpose. 


12. To bring in your ballots upon each of the questions 
submitted by the Convention to revise the Constitution rela- 
tive to the amendments proposed by said Convention at a ses- 
sion held on January 28, 1921. 


13. To transact such other business as may legally come 


before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Raymond, N. H.: 


Herewith I submit my eighth annual report and the four- 
teenth in the series of reports of the superintendents of this 


school district. 


No one who has given serious thought to the educational 
situation can deny that many perplexing problems eo" >!

the school officiaus at this time, and, what is more, these prob- 
lems are pressing for immediate or early solution. The scare- 
ity of teachers still prevails in the face of the most strenuous 
efforts to increase the supply; the decline in demand for em- 
ployment and the recent unhealthy tone of business conditions 
(even if temporary) with no corresponding drop in the costs 
of school maintenance have not and do not make it easy to 
keep our schools up to the high level we desire. Viewed in 
the light of undeniably great obstacles your board has had 
a year of progress and can point to some real achievements 
as evidence of your stewardship—educational, financial, so- 
cial, vital. 

In my report last year the statement was made that “no 
large expenditure for current purposes was necessary” for 
that year because of purchases made in advance of rising 
costs. This year we have been forced to purchase when costs 
had attained high levels and salaries for teachers were con- 
siderably increased. Consequently the actual total expen- 
diture has ‘been more than could possibly have been foreseen 
at the time of the annual school meeting. The district, how- 
ever, had a balance to rely upon; otherwise a serious deficit 
would have been shown. In accordance with the Act of 1919 
state aid was apportioned by the State Board of Education 
to those towns which appropriated five dollars on the inven- 
tory. The Raymond School District received last year 
$1965.17 and (if deficit is made up by the present legislature) 
will receive this year $4297.39, or more than double last 
year’s allotment. Without such aid the district would have 
had great difficulty in maintaining its schools, and the tax 
would have been at least one-third more than it has been. 

The chief features in the management of the finances for 
the past year have been: 


1—Payment of the first instalment on the bonded debt of 
$25,000. ($1250.) 

2—Payment of two notes, one of $2500, another of $100. 
( $2600.) 
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3—Payments to cover interest on all outstanding debts to 
August 31, 1920 ($1616.43) and from that date to 
January 31, 1921 (%593.75)—a total amount of 
$2210.18. 

4—-Retirement of three of the bonds issued to pay for re- 
modeling the own hall building. ($150.) 


This means that since the last meeting the debt has been 
decreased by $4000, and the interest paid has amounted to 
$2210.18. | 

The Act of 1919 makes provision that the school board of 
every district shall provide standard elementary schools for at 
least thirty-six weeks in each year—and “give to all the pupils 
within the district as nearly equal advantages as are practic- 
able.” (Sect. 20; 1) “A standard school as that term is 
used in this act is one (1) maintained for at least thirty-six 
weeks in each year, (2) in a suitable and sanitary building, 
(3) equipped with approved furniture, books, maps and other 
necessary appliances, (4) taught by an approved teacher, (4) 
directed and supervised by an approved superintendent, (6) 
with suitable provision for the care of the health and the 
physical welfare of all pupils.” 

Raymond School District has met and done far more than 
the provisions of this act require—it had met them before the 
act was made a part of the law. Many other districts are 
struggling with problems that have already reached solution 
in this community. | 

The Board has had no closed schools, no inequalities of 
scholastic opportunity, no untrained, unapproved teachers, 
no filthy, unsanitary class rooms, no lack of ventilation. To 
secure these things which all desire but many have not yet 
obtained, the Board has not paid a great deal in excess of 
those towns where these privileges are yet to be had and 
then only after costly outlay of money and effort. Parents 
cannot but appreciate the advantages their boys and girls are 
receiving, when other districts are, in a time of retrenchment, 
striving with might and main to attain the same desired end. 
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The district at the last meeting placed itself on record as 
solicitous for the health of its pupils by the adoption of the 
provisions of the Medical Inspection Act. 

Feeling the necessity of proper fire protection four fire ex- — 
tinguishers were secured and installed; one on each floor 
and one in the basement of the main building and one in the 
domestic science room. Tire drills will be a frequent fea- 
ture as a precautionary measure. 

As a result of last year’s experience additional radiation 
was put into the three recitation rooms and the office this 
fall. This was unforeseen and naturally has swelled our 
expenditure for new equipment. 

Attention was called last year to the need for putting onr 
unusually fine location for an athletic field into condition at 
least for the playing of baseball. A large part of the ball 
field was leveled off and we hope that in the spring with addi- 
tional work some good games will be played by the High 
school team. Last spring and last fall interesting games 
were played with our neighbor, Epping High. A’ finely 
appointed athletic field with apparatus for a variety of 
sports is a distinct asset to the community. | A aes 

Owing to the efforts of Mr. Smith, the superintendent was 
able to add to the staff of teachers in September a supervisor 
of music. Miss Martha Walker of Newmarket, who has had 
many years of experience in teaching music, was engaged. 
Books to equip the high and the intermediate rooms have 
been purchased. Every grade, elementary and secondary, re- 
ceives instruction. Naturally it is too early to speak of the 
results, but the classes are showing commendable progress. 
After more time elapses this department of school work 
should make a strong appeal to the pupils and the public, and 
many enjoyable and uplifting musical programs can be given 
the community. 

Last spring the teacher and the pupils of the grammar 
school, by energetic work and by holding entertainments, 
earned a victrola. It has proved of great value in the school 
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work and has contributed in no small degree to the pleasure 
of the pupils and has made it possible to make acquaintance 
with good music sung by artists. 

The usual routine of work of the spring term was broken 
by several pleasing events. Class IV of the Junior high 
school prseented the drama, “Mr. Bob,” to a large and ap- 
preciative audience. The performance won general approval. 
In June the same class were graduated from the Junior 
high school with honors. Following the plan begun with 
the first class two years before, the program consisted of the 
literature, art and the music of some nation or particular his- 
torical period. Belgium was chosen for this class. The part 
of this little but heroic nation in the recent mighty conflict 
was portrayed in the words and the music of Belgian ora- 
tors and poets with a few tributes of American composers, 
and a climax was reached by a semi-pageant adapted from a 
musical interpretation known as “Peace With a Sword.” 

In September the annwal school fairs of the United States 
School Garden Army were held in the school rooms. Many 
products were on exhibition and showed the interest of the 
youthful gardeners. 

The High School at Christmas time published the first 
number of the school paper, “The Pyne Cone.” This produc- 
tion contained considerable matter that was of literary merit. 
It deserved a larger sale than it received. To avoid expense, 
it was printed on the mimeograph. 
~It is well known that the teaching of physiology and hygiene 
has not really affected the children’s daily habits of living to 
so large an extent as might be expected. By making dra- 
matic the practise of health chores, the Modern Health Cru- 
sade furnishes a system of health education which has been 
taken up very rapidly all over the country. Six million Mod- 
ern Health Crusaders in the public schools of America are 
practising these chores; the results cannot fail to be seen in 
the physical and moral improvement of children and the pre- 
vention of disease. Largely work to be performed at home, 
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it gives an excellent point of contact for the school and the 
home. Truthfulness and regularity in the performance of 
duties are fostered, and the principle of learning by doing 
applied in a pleasant and profitable way. The highest honor 
that can be won by a Modern Health Crusader is membership 
in the National Order of the Round Table. Each one who 
wins this honor must first earn 100 points or credits out of 
a possible 210, and before receiving the right to compete for 
the honor must reach the rank of knight banneret. A beau- 
tiful banner is awarded the winner in each of eleven divisions 
of national tournaments conducted twice each year. A fine, 
costly trophy known as the Banneret Cup has been donated 
for award to the schools of the state in which the most chil- 
dren reach the rank of knights banneret in proportion to the 
school enrolment. Will you not, parents and citizens, help 
us to win the banner for Raymond and the cup for our state? 
Last spring the superintendent, with the aid of the teach- 
ers, tested very thoroughly the work of the individual pupils 
of the elementary and junior high grades in the fundamental 
studies of reading, spelling and handwriting. The Adams’ 
test in reading was employed. Very interesting results were 
obtained. After diagnosis remedies have been applied for 
discovered defects. Arithmetic, grammar, language and com- 
position are to be tested this spring. A tabulation of results 
will be placed in the hands of parents before the end of the 
year. Facts are better than opinions in measuring the abili- 
ties of pupils. : 
In the last two reports the curricula of the high schools 
and the admission requirements have been published for the 
use of pupils and parents. This year it has been thought wise 
to print a brief outline of the studies of the elementary pro- 
gram and the minimum standards required by the State 
Board of Education. Raymond schools are easily meeting 
these standards. The teacher of the primary grades has re- 
ported within a day or two the completion of these standards 
for reading and arithmetic by Grade II and nearly all by 
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Grade I. Your careful perusal of the printed outline that 
accompanies this report is earnestly desired. The fifth grade 
is considerably ahead of time in history and possibly other 
branches. These are real achievements and local pride ought 
to be given expression when the boys and girls do well. 

Careful study of the individual pupil’s work by teacher 
and superintendent is constant. When all conditions war- 
rant the action, promotion or demotion within the grades is 
practised by the superintendent at any time within the year. 
This will permit immediate adjustment of the pupil to the 
work he does in the school room and all waste from lapse of 
time will be eliminated. 

Once more it is with great satisfaction that the superin- 
tendent reports the receipt of the unqualified approval of our 
high school as an A-6 high school. Notable among the good 
features of the work are (a) the reading of 45 pages in 
Latin III, (b) the correspondence in French carried on with 
other schools by the pupils in French II, (c) the excellence 
and the wide range of work done in elementary science classes, 
(d) the reading of 650 pages of collateral material in United 
States Constitutional History. This year we have linked up 
our elementary and secondary grades much more closely 
than heretofore; with a larger amount of supervised study 
and proper use of the drill periods of the B and C classes the 
gaps between grades should close. 

Six more tuition pupils came to us in September from 
adjoining towns. Later five moved to the town and became 
residents. If we can continue to furnish opportunities of 
the right kind, other pupils will come from our neighboring 
rural towns. Present indications point to a much over- 
crowded high school room next year. The junior high grades 
are nearly double the size of those of two or three years ago. 
The primary room likewise numbers more pupils than there 
should be for effective work. The grammar room has more 
nearly the right number of pupils and far more work can be 
done than under the conditions of the past two years. It is 
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somewhat unique that on our staff are three male instructors. 
Educators agree that more male teachers are needed to give 
the masculine atmosphere to the schools, and prepare the plas- 
tic minds of the youth for the sterner issues of the world in 
which they are to live and make their way. Teachers are 
this year more able to concentrate their attention on teach- 
ing the subjects in which they have specialized. 

This year two new courses have been offered the pupils of 
the Senior High school—household management, economics 
and business practises. The former course continues the 
teaching of homemaking from the point where household or- 
ganization left it. Each girl puts herself in the position of 
the young housekeeper whose house has been selected and 
equipped. ‘The household budget, based on prevailing prices 
and the market conditions, the markets themselves, dietetics, 
the whole art of making and managing a home economically 
are some of the principle features of this course. In the 
spring millinery will be done. 

In the economics and business practise course the aim is 
“to offer to the pupils before graduation an insight and’ some 
real participation in the ordinary activities of business, to- 
gether with a consideration of some matters relating to per- 
sonal welfare and success. Much project work is done, in- 
volving excursion, personal examination of deeds, mortgages, 
wills, leases, contracts, town and school district budgets, all 
kinds of money and legal tender, and study of the organiza- 
tion, operation and methods of procedure of different kinds of 
banking institutions and trust companies, of the laws and 
the regulations governing local, state and federal taxation, 
the income tax with its intricacies, foreign exchange, the lia- 
bilities and the obligations of employers, of corporations, of 
labor bodies, public service corporations, the interstate com- 
merce laws, the laws governing international trade, the con- 
sular service, life and fire and accident insurance, sound and 
unsound investments, the causes of poverty and methods that 
have been tried for the elimination of the usual attendant 
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evils, the uses of leisure, of recreation, civic responsibilities, 
business ethics and the sterling honesty and rockribbed char- 
acter required for the highest success in the business relations. 
Talks from time to time as opportunity allows will be given 
by lawyers, bankers, business men and women, insurance ex- 
perts and those in public service. Visits will be made so far 
as possible to a probate court, to a notary public’s office, to 
banking institutions, the tax collector’s office and the Regis- 
trar of Deeds will be given opportunity to enlighten young 
America as to his duties. These are two very practical 
courses and will make strong appeal to those who think that 
the young men and women of our day need to deal with the 
things of real life and learn something of responsibility. 

Next year the chemistry will be repeated. ‘To carry on this 
course a laboratory table will be required. The demands of 
the classes of this current year made it possible to put off\ 
until another year the usual class in advanced science. In 
this way a saving was made in expenditure for the current 
year. 

Appended to this report are the usual statistical tables, the 
medical inspector’s report, the honor_roll, the projects com- 
pleted by the manual training department, and the outline 
of the elementary studies.* Do not neglect to read them. If 
in doubt about the real purport of any item or statement, 
bring it to the attention of the superintendent and he will try 
to explain more in detail. The Board and the superinten- 
dent have endeavored to make plain its administration of 
schools and they invite your constructive help and criticism. 
We feel confident that our attainment has been considerable 
and deserves the full support of the citizens. 

Let facts, not opinions, guide our action in deciding what 
we shall do with our schools. When we hear insistent de- 
mands for increased school efficiency, we cannot turn away in 
indifference. No business man really believes that an effi- 
cient system of education can be purchased at prices that rule 
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on the marked-down counter. This is a time for retrench- 
ment. 

Rightly the methods of taxation and the reasons for all 
expenditures are undergoing rigid investigation. Be certain 
that true economy is practised, and that no curtailment of 
vital things is made. No outlay of money is justifiable un- 
less a dollar in value is received for each dollar invested. 
While there is no more disappointing investment of public 
funds than a lax, irresponsible school system, there is on the 
other hand no investment that will return higher dividends 
than an efficient, progressive, vital, character-forming school 
system, 

Let the schools be centers for the inculeation of civic ideals, 
for the erection of a stalwart, patriotic citizenship—centers 
for cheerful, happy, wholesome development of strong, moral, 
courageous lives—centers where the thirst for knowledge may 
be stimulated and fostered and the foundations of a better 
and finer democracy may be laid. | 

In conclusion, I wish to make known in no uncertain 
words, my sincere appreciation for the helpful and comrade- 
like spirit shown by the members of your School Board; for 
the cordiality and the support of the teachers who have 
borne with me and endured and -toiled when the demands 
upon them were exacting, and for the goodwill and the gen- 
erous co-operation of many parents and citizens,

“The 1916 Revision of the Program of Studies for the 
Elementary Schools of New Hampshire and the 1919 re- 
vision of the Program of Studies for the Secondary Schools 
of New Hampshire, as prepared and published by the De- 
partment of Public Instruction under resolutions of the 
General Court, are accepted and approved for the use of 
public schools. A standard school shall be equipped with 
books, school supplies and apparatus sufficient for the 
er Pea etaante of the work outlined in these oy 
orams.” (Adopted June 20, 1919.) 
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REQvurreED Suspsects AND MinrmumM STANDARDS FOR ELE- 
MENTARY GRADES. 


For the present, regulations are set for grades one to 
three. Regulations for the other grades will be estab- 
lished later. The subjects of the elemntary school are 
grouped under the title, “A, B and C Subjects.” “A Sub- 
jects’ are those which require each day systematic in- 
struction and drill. Minimum standards of accomplish- 
ment are established. ‘“‘B Subjects” are for daily or occa- 
sional school attention, as needed. All are to be part of 
the schoo] organization and with definite instructions. 
None may be neglected, and the time-table must make 
provision. No fixed standards of accomplishment are set. 
“C Subjects” are those which provide pupils with reading 
for information. Both silent and class reading are re- 
quired. ‘Each day not less than one-fifth of the time of 
~ teacher and class should be devoted to ““B and C Subjects.” 
Any school board, at its option, may add to the subjects 
given, provided that in each grade the minimum standards 
set by the State Board of Education are reached. It is 
to be noted that these are minimum standards. They 
must be reached by all schools, but good schools will do 
more than is here outlined.
